Phantom Convoys of Concrete F reighters 
Seen as Answer to Submarine Menace 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(INS)—Development of a new 
and revolutionary idea in Marine transport was announced 
tonight, envisioning “phantom” convoys of concrete ships 
sailing without crews and oper@ted automatically by re- 
mote radio control from a master esterting vessel. 

Developers of this new transportation system, which 


has been under experiment 


for eight months, expressed 


hope that it may be the solution to many wartime shipping 
problems, including the submarine menace. 

The new concrete ships are called “phantoms” because 
they are virtually invisible in.the water—their center of 
gravity so low they will proceed with their decks just flush 
with the surface, with only a foot or so of freeboard. 

All openings, ports and hatches will be sealed, the an- 
nouncement revealed. Diesel engines will eliminate the 
need of smokestacks. Only the air intakes for the engines 
and ventilation of the holds will be above water. The ships 
will have no superstructures of any kind, such as bridges, 


poop, and the like. 


“It is estimated,” said the announcement, made by the 
Maris Transportation System of New York, “that the sub- 
merged ‘phantom’ will present very little visibility, pos- 
sibly no more than two miles, to enemy raiders.” 

Designers of the system #were F. B. Woodworth, for- 
merly of Bell Laboratories, and V. Yourkevitch; of Yourke- 
vitch Ship Designs, Inc. Woodworth was prominent in the 
development of ship-to-shore radio telephone, while Your- 


| 


kevitch is best known as the designer of the former luxury 
liner “Normandie.” 

As explained by Woodworth, three elements are in- 
volved in the “phantom convoy” system—a master escort- 
ing or control°vessel to take 10 or more of the “phantom” 
ships in a convoy; a system of radio remote control de- 
vices by which the master vessel will control and direct 
ships of the convoy, and the relative invisibility of the 
ships themselves. 

The automatic and crewless vessels will be powered by 
1,000 h. p. Diese] motors and will have an estimated speed 
of about 10 knots when fully loaded. The ships each will 
be about 260 feet long, 36 feet in beam and of 27-foot depth 
and a cargo dead weight capacity of about 2,000 tons. 

To make the ships fairly invulnerable to torpedo at- 
tacks, they will have a series of from 10 to 15 watertight 
compartments incorporated in their design. Should one 
compartment be flooded,* ballast tanks with automatic 
pumps in most cases correct any discrepancy from an even 
keel. 

Proving that the “phantom ships” are no mere fantasy, 
a 91-foot model of such a vessel was launched October 19 
last at the Tropical Marine Ways Yard at West Palm 
Beach, Fla. It sailed to Washington under its own power 
and, it is expected, shortly will be thoroughly tested by 
the U. S. Maritime Commission and American Bureau of

Challenge to Economy 

Governor-elect Ellis Arnall has declared he 
will most certainly veto any tax increase that 
might be authorized in legislative enactment. 
What is more, the sentiment of a vast majority 
of the members of the coming 1943 legislature 
seems to be in complete agreement on that 
point. 

This attitude focuses special attention upon 
the estimate made by State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. that Georgia’s 1943 revenue will 
‘fall short by approximately $2,000,000 if state 
expenditures continues at the 1942 rate. This, 
too, without making provision for any new 
highway construction. 

Thus the state government, like all indi- 
viduals, is faced, as the second year of war 
opens, with the necessity of practicing rigid 
economy. Without such economy the state can- 
not contribute as it should to the national war 


effort. 
A tightening of the national belt in all 


things save war expenditures is essential if we 
ere to win the victory. That means that every 
dollar of previous expense which can be elimi- 
nated. either by individuals or by local govern- 
ments, must be eliminated. The dollars thus 
saved should go, in one manner or another, to 
the national treasury for the financing of the 
war. 

Much of these savings will go, willy nilly, by 
way of the federal tax collectors. Heavier fed- 
eral taxes will, in the coming year, drain away 
billions more than went this way in 1942. Any 
savings above those needed to pay this tax bill, 
should be put into War Bonds, thus loaned to 
the federal government for the duration. 

It will behoove the state government to 
defer until after the war is won every expen- 
diture which can be so postponed. New high- 
way construction can, in most cases, he thus 
deferred, provided only that present roads 
are kept in usable condition. 

By such drastic saving the state will help 
its citizens in the best possible way. Further- 
more it may be possible to lay aside some 
savings out of the state treasury to provide 
a reservoir for the financing of the many post- 
poned projects which will need to be under- 
taken as soon as the war is over. 
| Both from the temper of the incoming leg- 
‘slature and from the promise against tax 
increases made by Governor-elect Arnall, it 
seems sure Georgians may expect utmost war- 
time economy in administration of state affairs.

Saga of Courage 

The eye-witness story of the sinking by a 
mine, of the President Coolidge, American liner 
serving as an Army transport, is a veritable 
saga of human courage. It tells in vivid word 
pictures the story of a sinking which imperilled 
everyone of the 4,000 men on board. That all 
were saved except four constitutes an added 
marvel of coolness and efficiency. 

Troops on board were ordered, after the 
mine had hit, to their quarters below decks, 
to get them out of the way of the sailors strig- 
gling to salvage the vessel. Then, section by 
section, they were called up, to clamber down 
the cargo nets which had been thrown over the 
side. 

The behavior of those American youths, 
waiting below decks, ignorant of the condition 
of the stricken ship, hedring all the sounds of 
hurried activity and of the breaking up of the 
vessel, was nothing short of heroic. It would 
be hard to conceive of a situation more trying 
on the nerves, nor one calling for a greater 
display of hardihood and cool courage. 


Yet the men all held their nerve. They sang 
and joked. They held fast their discipline, and 
there was no slightest sign of panic. Special 
praise is given, in the story, to Negro troops 
among them who, it is reported, “took occasion 
to bang out the last bits of music on cherished 
instruments they knew they would have to 
abandon for lack of space on the rescue boats.” 

Not in the heat of battle, not in a moment 
of high adventure, but for long minutes during 
which they could not know if rescue could 
come quickly enough or if they must die there, 
drowned like rats in a trap. 


It is of such courage that nighest heroism 
is born. It is of such discipline, such implacable 
spirit, that unconquerable armies are formed.

Serious Warning 

The Fulton County Commission undoubtedly 
will give immediate consideration to the warn- 
ing of Fire Chief C. C. Styron that conditions 
in the Buckhead area are extremely hazardous. 
It should provide the necessary measures of 
protection for citizens of that section. 

The most pressing need appears to be a 
ladder truck sufficiently large to furnish means 
for rescue from upper floors of apartment 
buildings in the area served by the Buckhead 
department, which is under the jurisdiction of 
the Atlanta chief, but which is not an integral 
part of the city system. 

The lack of fire-retarding construction in 
some of the apartment buildings is sympto- 
matic of a condition that cannot be corrected 
overnight, but which must be made the basis 
for a long-range program of elimination. Cer- 
tainly, measures must be taken to warn resi- 
dents in these structures of the conditions 
existing and the added precautions which 
should be taken to minimize the danger. 

The whole situation in the Buckhead area 
is part and parcel of a condition that must 
be resolved in the near future. Whether it is 
to be resolved by a more responsible and 
flexible county government, by a metropolitan 
government or by annexation with Atlanta is 
a matter to be determined by the people and 
not by highly-developed pressures.

WASHINGTON PARADE

OUR AIR ACHIEVEMENTS WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.— 


Nothing in our whole war ef- 
fort seems to excel the achievement we have made thus far in 
the air. 

In the production of planes, in the training of pilot crews, and 
in the actual performance of our aircraft under 
combat conditions,~we have piled up records 
which add another lustrous chapter to the 
American tradition of greatness. The most 
amazing thing about it is that much of what 
we have accomplished has been done in the 
short space of a year. 

General Henry H. Arnold, chief of the Army 
Air Forces, made a speech recently which de- 
serves more attention than it received at the 
time. Addressing a new graduating class of 
pilots at Randolph Field, Texas, he gave an 
over-all picture of the development of our air 
power that should have a tremendous effect as 
a morale builder. 
By the same token, what he said should 
make the Axis powers tremble in their boots. 
If what we have accomplished in the short 
period of one year may be accepted as a yard- 
stick of our future activities, a year hence 
should see the Allied Nations occupying an undisputed position of 
dominance in the air. That applies to Europe no less than to the 
Pacific. 

Since 1938, the year before the war’s outbreak, the United 
States Air Force has been built up from 1,800 officers and 20,000 
men to more than a million officers and men today. A large part 
of the increase has come within the past year, or since Pearl Harbor. 

In the same time, also, we have ex- 


LARGEST PRODUCER 
panded our aircraft production to a 


point where there is no doubt that we are now the world’s largest 
producer of warplanes. The figures are secret, but Generald Arnold 
admits that they are in excess of 4,000 a month, which is probably 
more than that of Germany and Japan combined. 

Next year, he reminds, we propose to double these figures. The 
program laid down by the President at the beginning of the war 
calls for 125,000 in 1943—a rate of more than 10,000 a month. These 
ge figures that the Germans and the Italians sneered at as 
antastic., 


IN ACTION Well, there are a lot of other things about our 

performance during the past year that must be 
fantastic to the Axis. The record of our planes in action is one. 
The figures General Arnold gave offer convincing proof of the 
superiority of our pilots and equipment. During the period from 
February 1, 1942, to December 5, for example, the Army Air Force 
alone has destroyed 928 enemy planes definitely, and probably de- 
stroyed 276 others, in aerial combat. Our own losses have been 130 
planes and 104 missing. 

In other words, the score stands 928 enemy planes knocked out 
not counting any of the probables, against 234 of ours. 

This, it should be emphasized, includes only the work of the 
Army Air Force. It makes no provision for the equally effective 
work of the naval air service, whose carrier-based planes did such 
a wonderful job in the Coral Sea, MidWay and Solomons battles. 
TOKYO DOOMED Since we gained the upper hand in the air 

in the Pacific we have been knocking the 
Japs down at a faster rate than they can produce planes. General 
Arnold says we are just beginning to give them a dose of what is 
to come. Next year the bombing of Tokyo will really start in 
earnest. Doolittle raids will be daily occurrences. 

For that purpose we are building bombers which will make the 
great Flying Fortresses and B-24’s “small” in comparison, As 
General Arnold puts it, these present great ships will be, perhaps 
‘the last of the ‘small’ bombers; we have new fighters and bombers 
on the way with tremendously increased speed, firepower, bomb 
loads, range and maneuverability.” 

But the record of what we have done against the Germans in 
Europe thus far is something to be proud of, also. Up to November 
30 we had sent 1,063 sorties against the Nazis. A sortie means the 
flight of one plane. Our total losses were 32 planes. During those 
sorties we definitely destroyed 293 enemy planes, probably de- 
stroyed another 150, and damaged 192. 

That is reported to be an unparalleled record by bombers of 
any other nation. Our bombers have fought their way through the 
best opposition the Germans have to offer. The score is 293 to 32, 
not counting the probables or the planes known to have been 
damaged. 


SURPRISES AHEAD The Army air chief promises some 

startling surprises for the Axis, too, in 
the way of secret weapons. We have a trick or two up our sleeves 
yet to be pulled. One of them is a new gun to be mounted on 
planes. It promises to make the highly destructive .50-caliber 
machineguns now in use look like a peashooter. 

Another of our secret weapons is known to be a new type of 
antiaircraft gun. We can expect to hear much of these in the 
near future. 

What we have accomplished in the air in the 12 months since 
Pear! Harbor is a high tribute not only to the caliber of our pilots 
and bombardiers, but also to the quality of our military leaders and 
the genius of our industrial machine. Together they make a team 
that the Axis can never defeat.

GAS FOR AFRICA This time no American will squawk about 
the new gasoline shortage. I think the 
news services muffed the real lead yesterday, which was this... 

There are two reasons why we are not getting gas. 

The one big reason is that the North African campaign is de- 
manding double the amount of gas it has been 
using. Millions and millions of gallons of gas 
are arriving in Africa and more millions are on 
the way. 

You can take your choice— 

Do you want those planes to keep flying— 
blasting Rommel’s columns and the German 
and Italian forts—or do you want to drive 
your car a few miles each day? 

Do you want the attack slowed down so 
that civilian travel may continue as it has for 
the past few months? 

The war is beginning to make itself felt in 
little ways. In Australia, in England, in Ger- 
many, in Italy—they simply took the cars off 
the road. 

This situation will ease within the next few 
days. It never will get entirely easy until the 
war is done, but it will ease. I never like to 
get into one of those sermonlike articles in 

which one employs, of necessity, trite statements. But, the facts 
are that individuals and their little luxuries don’t mean much, 
and are entirely unimportant. It may annoy you to have to walk 
a mile or two to your bus. The odds are you won't have to do so. 
But you may. If so, it isn’t important. They break the paratroop 
infantry in with 40-mile jaunts across a span of three days—120 
miles in three little strolls. Your feet will carry you farther than 
you think. 

There isn’t any question about this gas lack—it had to be Africa 
or your car. And there just isn’t any choice. 

There was a second reason, People in the east, where it is be- 
low zero, are freezing in homes where there is no oil for furnaces. 
Great apartment houses are heatless. Because a great many babies, 
children and old people were beginning to develop pneumonia, 
there had to be a diversion of some tank cars to carry fuel so 
that a great scourge of influenza and pneumonia might not develop. 

Both are good reasons. 

The only squawk I have is that they don’t tell us about it 
Mr. Roosevelt did do so, but the press services buried it well down 
in the story. I guess they are hurried like the rest of us. 


GAS EATERS We don’t want our African campaign to slow 
down. The gas has to go from the eastern 
seaboard. As Mr. Roosevelt pointed out, it takes longer to send 
the gas from Texas to Africa than from the big ports on the 
eastern sealgoard. So, the gas has to be gotten there. 
A flying fortress eats as much gas on a raid as the average 
town car will use in a year. 
A fighter plane, going at top speed, will eat up several hundred 
gallons of gas in just one fighting task. 
A tank eats up several gallons per mile. 
And so on. 
The task of getting gas to Africa, storing it, and advancing it 
with the fighting, mechanized forces is almost unbelievable. 
Tons of gas are consumed each day. 
If they stop your car for a while it isn’t important. 
The planes have got to keep flying, the tanks going, the trucks 
moving. 
That’s what counts.

But, figured and measured against the great mass of decent 
people, they don’t count.

She was burning with a bright blue 
flame. She said the wives of some service men were being carried 
around in a station wagon driven by a sailor. Well, that was just 
thoughtlessness. They probably figured they were saving gas 
going together, but the public thinks they are riding on Navy gas 
and driven by a man in the service. Everyone must be thoughtful 
in these days. 

The scene Thursday night was not a pretty one. A lot of 
persons got panic-stricken at the news and piled out of bed to 
go get gas. There were women with coats on over nightgowns. 
—— were risking a $500 case of pneumonia to get a few gallons 
of gas. 

Shame caught up with a lot of persons in those lines.

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—The train trip down yesterday was 
a wonderful opportunity to do much accumulated work. When I 
arrived here I had time to get ready for a tea, which Mrs, Harry 
Hopkins and I gave for the nurses and the 
nurses’ aides at Columbia hospital.

GIA, Dec. 18.—Just before shoving off, Burns Bennett, 
former sports editor of the Arkansas Democrat, drum 
major for L. S. U., and currently working in the agricul- 
tural division of the national government, handed us sev- 
eral neatly typewritten pages of copy anent Georgia Tech's 
trip to the Cotton Bowl. Burns Is a former Texan and 
he is well*acquainted with the hospitality of the great 
southwest. 

Burns’ observations follow: 

“Dear Jackson: 

“As a former Texan I am certainly glad that Massa Aleck 1s 
taking those Yellow Jackets to Dallas fof New Year’s Day. Maybe 
the Bulldogs are going to the Rose Bowl, but I'll tell you for cer- 
tain, the Engineers are going to the ‘Fun Bowl.’ 

“As a matter of fact, there is special significance at- 
tached to Georgia Tech’s being in the Cotton Bowl. It’s 
deeper than sportsmanship. If you look closer, you'll find 
that Georgia and Texas are bound by ties of kindship and 
friendship. It is my experience that if you talk to any Texan 
long enough you'll find that either he or his forebears sprang 
from Georgia. Some of them sprang deliberately and with 
much forethought: others sprang hastily and kept on spring- 
ing until the sheriff was outdistanced. 

“The southwest, with its oil and cotton, cattle and grain, great 
cities and great open spaces, really shows visiting firemen a won- 
derful time. They never do anything by halves out there. 

“They claim the most beautiful women, and the most 
beautiful horses. When they bring in an oil well, it’s a 
gusher. When a caddy gets to be a pro, he soons becomes a 
national champion. When they hire a football coach, they 
give him a 10-year contract at $15,000 a year. When it doesn’t 
rain. they have a drouth. When it turns cool, they have a 
‘norther.’ When a youngster goes ‘loco,’ he becomes a ‘Billy 
the Kid.’ 

“As a matter of record, Texas has more rivers and less water, 
more cows and less milk, and you can see further and see less 
than any state in the Union. 

“A Jong time ago, dat ol’ debbil Sherman once remarked that 
if he owned Texas and hell, he’d rent out Texas and live in hell— 
which would certainly please most Georgians. However, that was 
before Washington turned Jesse Jones loose with all those RFC 
funds. To rise to a point of order, though, it wasn’t the RFC money 
that is responsible for all the beautiful women in Texas—they just 
come beautiful naturally. 


“In Texas, as in other states, 
stories improve with the telling. 
I remember one year when Texas 
A. & M. was playing S. M. U. in Dallas. The great John Kimbrough 
erashed into the Mustang line and over the goal for a touchdown. 
During the excitement, a lady in the bottom row in the end zone 
fell off the stand and broke her ankle. 

“By the time that story got to the border, Kimbrough had 
smashed through the S. M. U. line and into the bleachers, com- 
pletely destroying that end of the stadium, killing 16 persons and 
injuring 30 others. 

“At that, ‘Big Jawn’ was pretty rugged. His opponents 
swear that he was eight feet tall and weighed 600 pounds. 
when he ran, fire came out of his nostrils. When he plowed 
into a line the, carnage that resulted was terrible to behold. 

I was writing sports in those days and it wasn’t uncommon 

for a stray leg or arm to fly clear up into the press box after 

Kimbrough surged into a play. 

“He very seldom threw forward passes. I remember one 
game when he started to pass and the halfback handling the 
ball neglected to turn it loose when he handed it to the 
Human Choo-Choo. Kimbrough therw the ball and the half- 
back both 80 yards. Most of the Texas papers named Kim- 
brough as their whole All-America backfield. 

“That was the year the Texas Aggies were so rough that they 
had to be dehorned before each game. Coach Homer Norton kept 
the starting eleven chained during the week. 

“Remember Jack Crain, of the University of Texas? He was 
like Clint Castleberry—only much more so. He was reputed

round. Larkin came down like a 
Christmas tree on the way to mar- 
ket from the woodman’s axe, and 
Referee Otto Susskind (Young 
Otto) counted the full 10 over 
him. The official time was 1 min- 
ute, 19 seconds of the third round. 

One of the largest crowds of 
the indoor season, 18,817, jammed 
the Garden to see the fun.

Hammerin’ Henry Armstrong, the 
great little fighter who has won 13 
bouts since coming out of retire- 
ment early last summer, today was 
acclaimed as the year’s outstand- 
ing comeback in sports. 


Some of the nation’s sports writ- 
ers balloting in the annual poll of 
the Associated Press showed where 
their feelings lay by pointing out 
that the most glorious comeback 
of all was accomplished by Eddie 
Rickenbacker. . . . But confined to 
sports the preference for Arm- 
strong was overwhelming. 


Of the 86 sports experts who 
voted on this subject, 50 listed the 
one-time triple champion of boxing 
among their three choices for the 
foremost comeback. These votes 
were divided 22 firsts, 17 seconds 
and 11 thirds and on the basis of 
three, two and one point for each 
class, gave him a total of 111 
points. 

The feat of the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals in making two comebacks, 
first to snatch the National league 
pennant from the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers and second to win the World 
Series after losing the first game 
to the New York Yankees, was 
recognized as the second most im- 
portant about-face. Sixteen scribes 
rated the Cardinals on top and a 
dozen others split their votes be 
tween second and third places to 
provide the Redbirds with a total 
of 66 points.

Nightly Schedule. 
Six planes comprise the war 
‘Sshow’s aerial armada, three 


|AT12’s, powered with 1,200-horse- | 
|power motors and capable of a top | 
speed of 425 miles an hour, and | 
'three BC1A’s, 650 horsepower and 
top speed about 250 miles an hour. 

Item one, or the “first mission,” 
on the nightly schedule is a “zoom- 
ing” of Ponce de Leon park in 
which all six planes participate, 
first in two formations of three 
each, and next in single file. 

Pilots and passengers climb into 
fleece-lined coveralls. as though 
getting ready for an Arctic expe- 
dition, climb into their respective 
planes, await instructions from 
the Candler Field control tower, 
‘and then they’re off. 

The writer rode in a BCIA with 
|Lieutenant Raymond A. Witort, of 
i\Chicago, Ill, on the first of the 
'Thursday night missions. Easing 
idown the southwest runway, the 
big ship lifted almost without ef- 
fort, climbed, then banked sharply 
to the left in a 180-degree turn. 


Fun Begins. 

There were a couple of thousand 
stars and a nearly perfect bomber’s 
moon overhead and a couple of 
‘million lights below. Suddenly 
two other ships appeared out of 
nowhere and the triangular for- 
mation was completed. 

Soaring comfortably along at 
about 2,000 feet, the trio did banks 
and turns in perfect unison, 
swooped low over the park a cou- 
ple of times and then formed a 
single file. 

At that point, to coin a phrase, 
ithe fun really began. Heading al- 
most due south on a course prob- 
ably paralleling North Highland 
‘avenue, Lieutenant Witort waited 
until he had almost reached Ponce 
ide Leon avenue and then execut- 
led a maneuver known as “peeling 
off.” 

From the layman’s point of 
view, it would seem that this is 
, accomplished by pointing the nose 
|of the ship straight up and simul- 
|'taneously pointing one wing 
Straight down. But with a com- 
{ petent operator at the controls, 
everything works out all right, the 
wings level off, and the plane, 
once more on an even keel, be- 
gins its dive toward the objective 
dead ahead. 

Queer Sensation. 

That is the signal for the instru- 
mental panel to go competely 
|b®rserk. The rate-of-climb  indi- 
cator swings dizzily to the right, 
showing a loss in altitude of about 
2,000 feet a minute; the air speed 
‘indicator literally jumps from 
about 100 to better than 200 miles 
an hour, and the poor old altime- 
| ter begins unwinding like a movie 
clock denoting the rapid passage 
of time. 

In a matter of seconds the plane 
'is directly. over the ball park and 
almost within touching distance 
of the floodlight towers. Then the 
‘control stick goes back and the 
plane goes up. Your stomach, 
/however, has a tendency to stay 
'down, which is a trifle disconcert- 
ing for the uninitiated. But here 
-again everything works out all 
right and the ship returns to its 
base “without incident.” 

The second mission flown 
Lieutenant William N. Hensley, | 
of San Antonio, Texas, was a lit- 
tle less strenuous from a passen- | 
gers point of view but probably 
more spectacular from terra firma. 

Final Performances.
